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London, Oct. 19. — Great Britain 


is waiting anxiously to learn wheth- 
er the cabinet ministers will be able 
to compose their 
differences and 


continue the 
government 
without 


swapping horses in mid-stream. The 
military difficulties which confront 
the allies have taken a position of 
secondary importance for the time 
being. 


The cabinet has been holding long 


and frequent 
meetings 
since 
the 


Balkan crisis developed. Both news- 
papers and politicians 
agree 
that 


vital differences of 
opinion 
have 


arisen over the conscription issue 
and the near east question. 
In the 


meantime party newspapers are car- 
rying on a bitter debate and ex- 
changing accusations of lack of pa- 
triotism and of placing 
party 
and 


private interests above those of the 
country. 


The resignation of 
Sir 
Edward 


Carson, attorney geneial 
was the 


first proof of differences 
in 
the 


cabinet. The reason assigned 
for 


his withdrawal is disagreement with 
the cabinet's policy in regard to the 
near east, but the specific point of 
division is withheld, as in the case 
of the retirement of Foreign Minister 
Declasse of France, in whose foot- 
steps Sir Edward Carson appears to 
follow. 


Speaking in Dublin

night

TRACTION COMPANY 


LOSES SUIT 


Which Was of Much Inter- 
est Throughout the State 


FIGHT FOR REDUCED FARE 


Instituted By Prosecuting 


Attorney Is Won and 
Company Must Grant Re- 
duction and Other De- 
mands Or Quit Business- 
Commissioners May Re- 
fuse to Renew Franchise. 
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Columbus, Oct. 19.—By 
a 
deci- 


sion handed down by the Ohio Su- 
preme court today, the 
Northern 


Ohio Traction and Light company is 
ousted from Stark county. 


The quo warranto proceedings at- 


tacking the traction 
company and 


seeking to 
end its 
franchise in 


Stark county, was instituted by Her- 
bert C. Pontius, prosecutor of Stark 
ounty. 
The franchise was given the road 


in 1892 for an indefinite period by 
the 
county 
commissioners. 
The 


company claimed the right to hold 
the franchise perpetual. 


Pontius sued to terminate it and 


the court upheld his contention, as 
did the Supieme court today. 


The general effect of the 
court's 


decision in the N. O. T and L. case 
is to establish definitely the princi- 
ple that a public utility 
franchise 


granted originally for an indefinite 
period, may be terminated at will by 
»ither company or the sub-division 
which gave the francnise. 
This is 


expected to be received with special 
interest in a number of communities 
over the state where similar disputes 
exist over franchise rights. 


The specific object of'Stark coun- 


ty officials fight against the Traction 
and Light company was to secure a 
reduction of fare between Canton 
and Massillon from 15 to 10 
cents, 


and to secure with this fare trans- 
lers on local lines in both cities. The 
officials now are free to 
insist on 


these terms under threat of refusing 
to renew the company's franchise. 


The'N. O. T. and L. lines connect 


with Canton, Massillon and 
other 


cities m the western and 
southern 


part of Stark county, with 
Akron, 


Barberton, New Philadelphia, 
and 


communities near these cities.

Taggart Case Dismissed At 


Instance of the Prosecutor 
Who Despaired of Conviction

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Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 
19.—The i 


case against Thomas Taggart, Demo- 
cratic National committeeman for In- 
diana, charged with election conspir- 
acy was dismissed by special Judge 
W, H. Eichhorn in criminal court to- 
day on the motion of Prosecutor A. 
.1. Rucker. 
The cases of the more 


than 100 other men who were indict- 
ed with Taggart and Mayor Joseph 
K. Bell were put over to December 
1 
Mayor Bell was acquitted by a 


jury last Wednesday, after a trial 
lasting more than five weeks. 
• Prosecutor Rucker, in moving to 
dismiss the case 
against 
Taggart 


stated that the testimony of witness- 
es in the Bell case affecting Taggart 
wan much weaker than the testimony 
they gave before the grand jury. He 
referred especially to the testimony 
'of Paul Hagen, financial agent of a 
local 
brewing 
company. 
Hagen. 


Rucker said, 
testified 
beforn 
the 


prand jury that he 
i?ave Taggart 


$7f.O during 
the 
1914 
campaign, 


which wns not accounted for in the 
report of the treasurer of the Demo- 
car tic county committee. Hagen, the 


prosecutor continued,

headquarters. In view of this change 
of testimony, Rucker said he did not 
believe the evidence sufficient to con- 
vict Taggart, and for the reason that 
he did not care to cause any unnec- 
essary litigation, moved to dismiss 
the charge against Taggart.

while to the south the Serbians ara 


reported to have driven back the in- 
•vaders. 
Both 
Athens and Paris 


maintain that French troops have oc- 
cupied Strumitsa in Southern 
Bul- 


garia, but there were available no of- 
ficial reports relating to the struggles 
in this quarter and none is expected 
until the fighting reaches a more con- 
clusive stage.

Removal of General Sir. Ian Ham- 


ilton from command of the rja>den- 
<-lles forces is reqeived in England 
with mixed feelings, coming on tha 
heels of rumors of a possible with- 
drawal from the Gallipoli peninsula. 
In the best informed circles, howev- 
er, the appointment as commander- 
m-chlef of Major General Sir. Char lea 
Munrc. is interpreted as an indica- 
tion that the campaign will be pros- 
ecuted with renewed energy as tha 
country has great confidence in the 
leaders ability.

The Open Door. 


In a majority of cases, the man 


wht) comes to Christian Science for 
physical or mental healing does so 
only after he has exhausted all oth- 
er promising methods of relief. The 
lash of pain drives him to it, the fear 
of death 
drags 
him 
to 
it. 
He 


conies often relucantly while protest- 
ing his unbelief in what he thinfcs 
he will be expected to believe. 
But 


ho has learned of cases seemingly 
hopeless as his own that have been 
healed in this strange way. and he 
has been urged by his friends to try 
it. 
They tell him that it cannot 


harm him. and that it may heal. so. 
with an air of mingled desperation, 
resignation and incredulity, he ap- 
pears before the practitioner with 
little hope and less faith, and with 
a sense of surrender that would be 
amusing if it were not so 
nearly 


tragic. 


The man who feels his own un- 


worthiness. his own unfitness to at- 
tain a h'cher. better 
and 
more 


spiritual life, has nothing to appre- 
hend from Christian Science. 


It makes no distinctions, it im- 


poses no restrictions upon one man 
or class of ru^n more than upon an- 
other. 
The devout churchman, the 


hardened sinner, the incredulous ag- 
nostic, the degraded and depraved. 
the sick and the well, alike are wel- 
comed to ail it offers. 


Xo man ever 
finds 
it 
closed 


against him because of nis past rec- 
ord or early misdeeds. 
Where there 


is an earnest desire to know God 
ami to live in accord 
with 
this 


knowledge there is always an open 
door waiting in Christian Sciencp. 


It does not parade a man's past 


mistakes and present failures before 
his gaze or hang them like mill- 
stones about his neck. 


It does not peer into the closets 


of any man's past, but opens wide 
the door of present opportunity for 
doing good. 


It does not ask of the beginner 


how much of wrong have you done 
in the past, but how much of right 
are you ready to do now. Xot how 
many mistakes have you made, but 
how earne.-t are you in resolving to 
make no more. 


Reformation. 


Reformation in Christian Science 


is re-formation, being formed over. 
It is not an affair of words. 
It is 


not a more declaration of intent. It 
is not only an avowed purpose, but 
a continuous development. It is not 
only laying down old tools, but tak- 
ng up new ones. 
We are reformed 


Mily when we are formed anew, re- 
aining all we ever had of the good 
ind discarding that which is evil. 
t is a combined process of elimina- 
ion and growth, which 
proceeds 


progressively and continuously. 
In 


I'.is true reformation we leave be- 
lind things that are harmful, but 
ake on tilings that are beneficial. 
Many m^n hold back because they 
'eel that in order to go forward in 
'hristian Science they much sacri- 
icp too much. 
It is not merely sac- 


•ifice that is r-xpected, but growth. 
fhe earnest beginner is not 
torn 


tway from things harmful, he grows 
iway from them, hence desire to re- 
urn to them is gone forever. 
He 


iocs not give them up, they give 
lim up when he resolutely strives 
o put them down. 


Christian Science destroys harm- 


ul habits by destroying the harm- 
ul causes that form them. 
Back 


if every wrong habit is a wrong de- 
ire, and Christian Science heals the 
vrong habit by destroying the wrong 
Ics'.ro. 
Tho hard drinker may as- 


sure you that he does not like tho 
asto of liquor, but he longs for it:; 
ffpcta, and that longing, that de- 
sire is what enslaves him. You may 
>reak his bottle into 
a 
thousand 


lieces and spill evory drop of the 
envenomed stuff into the gutter, but 
hat rioes not break 
the 
aesire. 


'hristian Science does not break the 
)ottlf-, the man himself does that, 
jut it breaks the desire for the bot- 
tle, and this is true reformation. 


What it is that Heals. 


Answering then the eager ques- 


tion that is uppermost in the mind 
of the man who is 
turning 
to 


Christian Science, "What is it that 
loes the healing?" let us say to him 
;hat is the power of 
the 
divine 


Mind practically applied to beliefs 
about the human body and to the 
affairs of men. Let us asssure him, 
:oo, that it is the influence of divine 
Love operating in human conscious- 


. 
Does this satisfy him? 
Does 


he quickly grasp the deep signifi- 
ance of the words "divine Mind?" 
Does he comprehend, even in a de- 
gree, the nature of God's love? Not 
very often. 


Let us see what can be done to- 


wards aiding the beginner to a bet- 
ter understanding of the 
healing 


power of divine Mind. 
Let us be- 


gin by saying a little to him about 
the human mind, an entirely differ- 
ent thing. 


Mind's Control of Hotly. 


All intelligent persons agree that 


a man's mind influences his body to 
a greater or lesser degree, they only 
differ about how far this mental in- 
fluence extends. 
All agree that c.x- 


coKSivo worry, fear, anger and other 
mental extremes, are familiar caus- 
es of physical disorders. 
All will 


admit. i',>r example, that a man may 
worry himself sick, 
that 
excessive 


fear may produce weakness, uud that 
a violent outburst of 
anger 
way 


cause physical collapso. Hut how far 
other forms of bodily derangements 
are to be attributed to mental cuus- 
cs. authorities do not agree. 
Just 


whoro the vague line 
should 
bo 


druwu which the doctors say exists 
between the mt'iiMl and 
material 


causation is a matter 
of 
dispute 


unions 
doctors 
themselves. 
One 


school 
of medicine maintains that 


only so-called 
functional 
diseases 


are mentally produced, while anoth- 
er more progressive admits 
that 


certain forms of elementary organic 
disorders may have a mental origin. 


Here C'hristian Science enters the 


arena and boldly declares that the 
human mind is to be held accounta- 
ble for every discordant condition 
of the body; not only in cases where 
its action is direct and apparent, as 
in those just named, but where ita 
operations are remote and obscure 
and are only discernible 
by 
those 


trained in the study of mental causa- 
tion. 


Then arises a turong of questions 


by the beginner, typical ones ueing: 
"How about the sickness of an in- 
fant, whose mind is undeveloped?" 
or "How can a man's mind be tho 
cause of his pain when he has swal- 
lowed something in his food that 
he did not know was harnuul?" It 
is not the mind of any one individu- 
al that causes the mischief, but tho 
minds of all mortals—mortal mind, 
in other words. 
It is this mortal 


mind which has decreed that cer- 
tain physical effects will follow cer- 
tain causes. It is this mortal mind 
that has laid down many of these 
:rouble-making laws about the phys- 
ical body and the material world 
where it claims to have 
complete 


control. 
U holds its subjects in a 


rip or iron, and sickness, pain, dis- 
;ress. sorrow and misery arc the re- 
sults. 
!t is a cliitator. a tyrant, a 


despot and the human body is its 
obedient servant. 


Yet it may be stripped of all its 


assumed power and aggressiveness 
and be reduced to nothingness. 


Knowing <Jod. 


If, at this stage of his enlighten- 


ment, it is explained to the beginner 
that a right knowledge of God. di- 
vine Mind, is essential to his pro- 
gress, he naturally asks. "How am I 
o learn to know God. devine Mind 
that His benign influence may harm- 
onize my troubled life and heal this 
\iling body that fives me so much 
'.istress? 
How am I to understand 


he laws under -\\hich he operates? 
Who is to teach me?" 


Jesus of Nazareth was not only 


the greatest physuian. but also tho 
sreatest teacher the world has over 
•mown. 
He taught men to know 


God. 
and now. as then, man's great 


leed is a right understanding of 
Jod and His law. 


Most men know so 
little 
about 


God as Life. Truth and Love, su- 
ireme on earth as i:i heaven, that 
hey think they ran get along just 
is wpll without Mich knowledge as 
vith it. 
Yet. then1 is nothing with- 


n the range of human consciousness 
hat is more essential to man's hap- 
liness. wealth and true success. 


Right Ideas of <Jod. 


We will then ask the beginner to 


set aside for the time his inherited 
and 
imppdiniPiitive 
beliefs 
about 


Jod and to consider with an open 
mind a little of the teachings of 
Christian Science about God, good, 
.he God, whom Jesus taught men 
o know. 


Let us explain to him that God is 


_,ovp; that God is Mind; that He is 
Spirit; the infinite Principle of be- 
ng that He in Truth, that He is 
^ife; that He is omnipotence, om- 
nscionce, 
omnipresence. 
Do these 


lefinitions of God quickly appeal to 
a man who has always thought Him 
as a finite personage subject to the 
imitations of time, space and cir- 
'umstance? 
Perhaps not. But let 


us propose as an aid towards a 
uller comprehension, that he choose 
"rom among these definitions 
the 


one which most nearly approaches 
lis conception of the highest possible 
ood. and let his thought dwell up- 
n that. 
A man's highest ideas of 


lod can bo no higher than his c-on- 
•f-ptions of good, but they should 
always be that high. 


If the thought of God as Love, 


ver blessing, never 
condemning; 


;ver healing, never afflicting, in- 
luding all mankind in His fatherly 
protection and infinite affection; if 
.his thought of God comes to you 
R-ith tender appeal, hold fast to it 
and cherish it. 
It will unfold and 


nlarge and develop, and gradually 
ead you to a yet broader, fuller 


owledgo of Him as Love, divine. 
Or is it tho thought of God as 


Life. 
"The Life that knows 
no 


leath; 
The Life that maketh al' 


hings anew"; the eternal source o\ 
all being; of health, of growth, of 
activity, of development and unfold- 
nent, that touches 
a 
responsive 


hord in the consciousnpss of 
the 


man who is seeking a hotter knowl- 
'dge. of God. 
If so, let him sound 


t deeply and it will swell into a 
liapason of grandeur and harmony 
nd inspiration. 


Or perhaps he may best compre- 


lencl the Christian Science idea of 
jod as Principle, the divine First 
"ausp and Creator, the sustaining, 
actuating and underlying Principle 
of the universe who operates through 
imhanging laws, always beneficient 
and always < omprehendible. 


There are many who readily grasp 


he idea of God as Truth, the Truth 
which makes men free from every 
io, of sickness, want, woe, misery, 
leficiency or tribulation. 
The man 


to whom this larger thought of God 
appears may add to it a new free- 
dom, growing away from his sense 
of limitation or lack of confidence, 
or restricted opportunity. Not only 
loes it bring to him liberty, but abil- 
ity to do things that make for indi- 
vidual progress, growth and 
true 


success in commercial, professional, 
industrial and domestic life. 


Perhaps the beginner In Christian 


Science may more readily compre- 
hend Gort as omniscient Mind, pos- 
sessing all knowledge, all 
science, 


all Intelligence, all 
understanding, 


the Creator of man and the universe, 
of all that really exists. 
The man 


of God's rroation, the real man, re- 
flecting thpsp qualities of 
infinite 


Mind, does not lack wisdom, acumen, 
percepllon, 
tact, 
judgment 
nor 


'perspicacity. 
Ho need never be In 


tloubt, nor conjecture nor wonder. 
Ho luis no occasion to court tuck 
nor chance nor fortuitous circuin- 
Htanre. No problem can bo too pro- 
found, no situation too complex, no 
research too vast ti.r the man who 
habitually turns to infinite 
Mind, 


the fountain head of all knowledge, 
for his guidance and direction. 


We are sometimes asked by the 


man who is considering the claims 
of Christian Science with an open 
mind, "is there any great difference 
between Christian Science and other 
Christian denominations. So far as 
1 can see, Christian Scientists be- 
lieve much the same as we do. We 
have the same Bible and believe the 
same truths, and I can see no rea- 
son why 1 should go outside my 
own church to get Christian Science. 
Tell 
me 
one 
fundamental truth 


wherein they differ. 
Are they not 


identical in all essentials?" 


There are a number of points of 


divergence and a fundamental one 
is the Christian Science belief in 
the 
omnipotence 
of God. The 


Christian Science church not only 
teaches that God is the only power, 
as other churches teach, but it also 
insists that its followers put that 
teaching into practice. This means 
that they are expected to deny by 
thought and deed that evil, the op- 
posite of God. has any power or ac- 
tuality. 
With them this is not a 


mere doctrinal theory or an empty 
assertion, but an actuating, animat- 
ing truth. 
To declare that God is 


omnipotent and at the same time 
admit that evil has the power to 
confer pleasure or to cause pain is 
to say one thing while believing an- 
other. 
It is in effect saying that 


God is the only power while believ- 
ing that He is not. 


It is sometimes wrongly alleged 


that in thus denying the reality of 
evil. Christian Science confers a li- 
cense to sin. 
Never was there a 


greater mistake. When a man gains 
an understanding of the unreality of 
sin. he no longer turns to it for 
pleasure or flees from it in fear. 
This understanding of the unreality 
of evil is attainable only as we gain 
an understanding of God as the on- 
ly reality.

you and for which you have worked 
and hoped and planned all the days 
of your life. 


In the text book, "Science and

that 
every 
helpful, 
scientific thought that may be given 
him. 
either by teacher, practitioner 


or fellow-Scientist, appears
